The  morning  of  August  17,  one  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  employee, 
four  EPA  contractors,  and  two  Coast  Guard  members  inspecting  water  tanks  providing 
livestock  water  for  Navajo  Nation  community  members  impacted  by  San  Juan  River  closure 
on  the  Navajo  Nation  were  physically  threatened  by  a community  member  in  Shiprock, 
N.M. 


The  community  member  threatening  personnel  expressed  dissatisfaction  of  the  livestock 
water  provided  to  residents. 


In  a separate  incident  later  that  day,  two  EPA  employees  sampling  San  Juan  River  water 
were  physically  threatened  by  the  same  community  member  and  two  other  individuals  who 
expressed  dissatisfaction  over  the  same  topic. 


As  a safety  precaution,  EPA  immediately  recalled  all  employees  from  field  activities  in  the 
Shiprock  area  and  notified  the  Navajo  Nation  police. 


Until  this  issue  is  resolved  with  local  authorities,  EPA  has  temporarily  discontinued  water 
distribution  activities  in  the  Shiprock  area. 


The  Navajo  Nation  had  issued  a precautionary  notice  requesting  residents  refrain  from 
using  the  San  Juan  River  given  the  recent  Gold  King  Mine  release.
